Scope of Claims for Utility Model Registration 

A fuse mounting unit characterized in that a slot for fitting a fuse 
therein transversely is provided in a printed circuit board, a pair of bare 
conductors bridging the slot is fixed, on one surface of said board, on both 
10 ends of the slot, a tongue piece is provided, on the other surface of the board, 
about central part of the slot, and the fuse inserted in the slot of said board 
is fixed to the board between said paired bare conductors and the tongue 
piece.

Fig. 1 is a cross section viewed from the front according to one 
embodiment of the present utility model, Fig. 2 is a cross section viewed 
from the lateral side, Fig. 3 is a top view and Fig. 4 is a rear view. In 

20 these drawings, there are shown a fuse (1), a printed board (2), and a 

rectangular slot (3) allowing the fuse (1) to be fit in transversely. On one 
surface of the board (2) surrounding the rectangular slot (3), a pair of bare 
conductors (4), (4') bridging the slot (3) is provided on either end of the slot 
(3) to be fixed to the board (2). On the other surface of the board (2), an 

25 elastic or inelastic tongue piece (5) is fixed about the central part of the slot 

(3) . The fuse (1) is inserted into the slot (3) provided in the board (2), and 
the fuse (1) is secured to the board (2) between the paired bare conductors 

(4) , (4') and the tongue piece (5). The tongue piece (5) may be fixed on one 
end to the board (2) by a fastener (6) or by screwing. Alternatively, a part 

30 of the tongue piece (5) may be fixed to the board (2) by soldering. The bare 
conductors (4), (4') are hammered in the printed board (2) by an automatic 
machine. Both ends of the conductors are then dipped in a solder bath to 
be soldered and fixed at a location (8) to a conductor foil (7) and accordingly 
connected to the circuit. 
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
